It started in Atlanta the third week in August, 
and the sensational success of it has caused it to 
sweep across the country: concentrated creative 
showmanship at the circuit and exhibitor level for 
the up-coming release of RAMPAGE.

In commenting on the four presentations Warner 
Bros. vice president and general sales manager 
Morey (Razz) Goldstein, enthusiastically con- 
gratulated the circuits on their imagination, in- 
sight and excellence. On his return to New York 
he vigorously advocated a nation-wide presenta- 
tion of a Project Plan Picture. 


Almost simultaneously it was disclosed that more 
than 250 theatres in the Midwest and upper Mid- 
west would participate in a gigantic saturation of 
RAMPAGE during October, under the sponsorship 
of The Great Plains Boxoffice Builders. With the 
cooperation of the United Theatre Owners of the 


Heart of America showmanship kits — including 
special radio tapes, newspaper ads and a variety 
of exploitation material—will be distributed to all 
participating theatres. 


On hand to greet the AB-PT and circuit executives 
at the morning session in Atlanta was a comely 
local lass attired as The Enchantress—setting the 
pace for the well-rounded showmanship that domi- 
nated the day’s presentations. The hour-long pre- 
sentations by each of the four Southern affiliates 
used film strips, colored slides, actual samples of 
projected standees, door panels and theatre front 
pieces as well as tapes and slides of suggested 
radio and TV material. In each instance the cir- 
cuit’s showmen had analyzed the motion picture 
in terms of those elements in it which would have 
the strongest boxoffice appeal to audiences in 
their territory. Several advocated split-personality 
newspaper and radio-TV campaigns enabling the 
local exhibitor to select either a sophisticated 
adult romance or jungle action approach. Equally 
exhaustive exploitation showmanship ranged from 
colorful street ballyhoo to “RAMPAGE Sales” tie- 
ins with local merchants to unique popcorn-Jungle 
Juice specials at concession counters.

A West German zoo commissions b:g-game trapper Harry Stanton (ROBERT 
MITCHUM) to capture two tigers and a legendary animal, half-leopard and half- 
tiger, known as “The Enchantress”. Stanton is to be accompanied by Otto Abbot 
(JACK HAWKINS), a noted big-game hunter familiar with the Malayan jungle 
where Stanton will operate. 

Though each man respects the other for achievement, the unbridgeable differ- 
ence between trapper and hunter becomes evident at their first meeting. The 
difference is sharpened when Stanton is introduced to a beautiful young woman, 
Anna (ELSA MARTINELLI), who is Abbot's mistress, for there is an immediate 
attraction between the two.

The “adjustment” 
comprised 40 pounds of jelly- 
beans, the entire supply available 
on Hilo island. 


Robert Mitchum’s role in “Ram- 
page,” the Seven Arts-Warner Bros.

Theatre, gives 
him a lot of range—drawing-room to 
jungle, evening clothes to sloppy 
pants, brandy snifter to holstered 
pistol.

the intricate whatsisses of a movie 
company on location. 


Lions And Tigers 

There was a helicopter (to fly the 
stars out to be filmed), a doctor (for 
the inevitable ailments), scads of 
movie technicians, actors of course, 
and extras. And, finally, there were 
the beasts of the Malayan jungle, not 
to be found in Hawaii—four Bengal 
tigers (one half-tame), a trick half- 
leopard-half tiger from Hollywood, 
three lions with movie experience, 
assorted tropical birds of appropriate 
cry and plumage, two leopards, and 
150 Java monkeys, one of which took 
prompt and permanent leave. No 
snakes, though. The authorities 
nixxed the boa constrictor regardless 
of what the script proposed. No 
snakes in Hawaii—by nature, or by 
Hollywood. 

When it was all over, the makers of

When England entered World War 
II, Hawkins entered service as a 
lieutenant with the Royal Welch (cq) 
Fusiliers, one of the oldest units in 
the armed forces. 

He taught small arms, then was 
sent to India, where he served at 
Poona and Ahmed Nagar, a couple 
of Kiplingesque outposts he still re- 
members as a “rough go.” At the be- 
ginning of 1944, he fought at Arakan 
in Assam, and was promoted to cap- 
tain after the fighting at Imphal. At 
Arakan he commanded a squad of 
armored Bren machine-gun carriers. 

By this time, 19 out of 28 regimen- 
tal officers had died in action. Haw- 
kins’ superiors pulled him back to 
GHQ in New Delhi and made him 
military administrator of entertain- 
ment. He was by then a colonel. 
After the war, his queen made him 
a Commander of the British Empire. 

For all his wartime jungle experi- 
ence, Hawkins acquired no first-hand 
knowledge of the big cats he is sup- 
posed to hunt and kill in “Rampage.”
